THAT ir Michael died Inteſtate, and left a- Widow and Five Children, beſides his ſaid Eleſt Son and Heirs 
unprovided for and his Eſtate in ſuch Diſorder, by Reafon of the ſaid Debts Contrated, as aforeſaid, and Oc- 
caftoned by hisSufferings in His Majeſty's Service : So that if the Grant made to Sir Michael Mitchell, by His Ma- 
jeſty, as aforehid, ſhall not ſtand firm, that which His Majeſty intended as a Reward hath Occaſioned the utter 
Ruine of Hinſelf and Numerous Family. | 


THIS being the True State of the Caſe, the ſaid Joſeph Mitchel hopes the Parliament will take the ſame 
into Conſideration, and Grant him a Saving for the Grant made to his ſaid Father, there not being the 
like Caſe in Ireland, wherein any Patentee hath been to the like Expence in ſo ſmall a Concern ; which 
if never Granted away, could not bave been Recovered otherwiſe for His Majeſty. 
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HEREAS His Majeſty was Graciouſly pleaſed to Grant unto Sir Michael Mitchell, Knight, Deceaſed, and his 
Heirs, (in Teſtimony of his Gracious Acceptance of his Services, and for the Support of his Numerous Family,) 
an Annuity or Rent-charge of Two Hundred Pounds per Annum, during the Life of Oliver Euſtace, ont of certain Lands 
in the County of Catherlogh, Forfeited by the Attainder of the ſaid Oliver.

” the Diſtance of the Place, ſhe ſuppoſed could not be Diſproved. But the ſaid Sir Michael Mitchell and Joſep Mitchell, 
LL by extraordinary Labour and great Expence, on ſeveral Inquiſitions, and in Two ſeveral Trials in His Majeſty's Court of 
- Exchequer, at the Bar of the ſaid Court proved the ſaid Oliver to be yet living : And the ſaid Sir Michael Mitchell did 
Tndifi and brought to Trial Andrew N = 4p one of her Principal Evidences (who bad Perjured himſelf on the ſaid Tri- 
als) in His Majeſty's Court of King's-Bench, at the Bar of the id Court, who was Convicted, Sentenced to the Pillory, 
and Pillored for the ſame ; and Redmond Bodkin, Garret Dooner, Jane Nugent, and Katherine Coffce, Four more of 
the ſaid Witneſſes, are ConwiSted of Perjury by Outlawry.
